(57) Disclosed is a composition which comprises a polymer containing at least some monomer repeat units with 
water-solubility- or water-dispersability-imparting substituents and at least some monomer repeat units with photosen- 
sitivity-impartlng substituents which enable crosslinking or chain extension of the polymer upon exposure to actinic 
radiation, said polymer being of the fomiula 




or 
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wherein x is an integer of 0 or 1 , A and B are specified groups, and n is an integer representing the number of repeating 
monomer units. In one embodiment, a single functional group imparts both photosensitivity and water solubility or 
dispersabllity to the polymer In another embodiment, a first functional group imparts photosensitivity to the polymer 
and a second functional group imparts water solubility or dispensability to the polymer. Also disclosed is a process for 
preparing a thermal Inkjet printhead with the aforementioned polymers. 
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
